THE MASKED HOLDUPS ESCAPED. 


Sheriff Ilowrrs Has Three Separate Pos- 


se* la 1'ursult of thb Men, Itut 


Tlioy Xlove Very Slight Cluet 


TJ Work Upon.

Cripple- Creek. Aug. .'d —A most cruel, 


unprovoked nnd atrocious murder was 
committed at Goldflcld at 10 o'clock to- 
night. .The victim was Gos Wolfe, bar- 
tender f'n Oscar Hurnsldo's saloon, 
and 


the murderers were two unknown, mask- 
ed hold-ups. 


The two men entered the ualoon, on» 


by the front door and the other by the 
bock. There were three customers In the 
barroom. They ordered all the men to 
hold up their hands,_and_the_cii<"tomers 
compiled. Wolfe Instead reached for his 
gun and began shooting. The robbers rc- 
luiiied the flre. and .he fell, with four 
wounds. Ho fired one shot after ho "was 
hit, but without.effect, so far as known. 


One bullot entered the chest. Just be- 
low .the heart. 
The second pierced the 


left shoulder, a ihiru tno rlgnt arm, and 
tho fourth the left leg. 


Wolfe died In about 15 Tulnutcs. The 


men at once emptied the till, and then 
•went through the pockets of the dying 
man. They then escaped the back way. 
They secured less than $10 altogether. 


Sheriff Bowers was In this city, and 


was at once notified']}}' telephone. He or- 
ganized a large posse here and started for 
Goldfleld. Before leaving., he telephoned 
to Victor, and Jiad Constable C. C. Hath- 
away organize a posse there, and- a third 
won started out from Goldfleld to find tho 
men. -liie oideia of the-ehcrlff nr« in get 
the men dead or alive. 


Wolfe had been In camp for some time, 


and owned considerable property, both In 
mines and In Improved Goldfleld realty. 
He was about 43 years old. 


1:30 a. m.—At this hour no trace had yet 


been found of the criminals.

- A Crowd of Chlrnco ExeartlonUU More

Chicago, Aug. 30.—The steamers Chris- 


topher Columbus, the whaleback. and 
John A. Dlx, both heavily loaded with 
passengers, collided at the mouth of the 
river at 11 o'clock to-night. A panic en- 
sued. In which.many were more or less 
Injured. Tho John A. Dlx had her sldo 
broken In and every passenger on boart 


• was thrown from his feet. 
A genera! 


commotion resulted, and It was In tho 
after, scramble that tha most injury was 
dono~ to those on board. 
The etcamers 
Christopher Columbus 


and Virginia had come Into tho river and 
were Just tying up when the John A. Dlx 
came between them on Its way up. As 
tho wheel of the ' Dlx got opposite the 
stern of the whaloback. the stern of the 
latter boat swung around. There was a 
cre«b, the Dlx careened, men and women 
screamed and several hundred persona 
were thrown Into a struggling mass to 
one side of the boat when, the disabled 
boat righted Itself It wan discovered that 
a'-Urgo hole had been-mado In her side. 
On the Christopher Columbus there was 


not so much confusion «» on the Dlx, 
though on that boat, which already had 
Its noso fast to the wharf, the excitement 
was n.eat. The-steameis had been out 
tilth excursionists for *.-moonlight trip

New York, Aug. 30.—All hall Defender! 
The gallant white sloop won tho third 


trial race to-day and was formally select 
ed to defend tho" Amprlras nip—"Th* 


.uc ribbon of the sea." 
In a thrash to windward of 10 miles. 


and a run home with spinnakers and 
Walloons set. the Herreshoff keel boat 
beat the Vigilant handsomely and could 
have beaten her a minute more had she 
been pushed to her utmost. 


A rattling breeze and a rough sea made 


tho test of the abilities of tho new boat 
one of the best that has been afforded. 
YatchtlnR sharps who saw her said that 
she-would do. She removed all doubts as 
to her ability to go through a head sea 
In a blow. She established a. record a! 
a weather boat, and tho heavier and 
stouter rl« J1J -good wrvlre. The keel 
boat out-pointed the center-boarder anu 
outfootcd her In tho windward work. She 
showed herself stiffer In a breeze and 
easier 1n getting through rough water. 
She made less fuss and left a clean wake. 


At the outer mark she had five min- 


utes and seven seconds the best of It 
On the run home, before the wind, how- 
ever. the_yigilant picked up 15 seconds of 
the time she, had lost. "The Defender won 
by 5 minutes nnd 12 seconds, oinr.*e'r 
time, over the 20-mile course.

south of estt. and there was consio'erabl 
sea caused by tho wind blowing attains 
the ebb tide. The Defender rode th 
waves beautifully, wetting her decks wltl 
•spray, but not dashing the waves ou 
from her bow and plunging and pounding 
as did the Vigilant. 
Lord Dunraven had a long conferenc' 


with several of tho members of the Amer 
lea's cup committee at the New York 
Yacht club this evening. The condition 
for the-International races were discuss 
cd.

Lexington, Ky., Aug. M.—Tho sixth 
olnt debate between the Republican and 
democratic candidates for Governor of 
vcntucky, Col. William O. Bradley and 
P. Watt Haulln, which was to have taken 
place .it tho Henry County fair Boun 
near Eminence this afternoon, broke up 
a a row, oftor a citizen had been' struck 
and Instantly killed by lightning. 


At S o'clock County Attorney Curston 
rtroduced Col. Bradley, who was to. 
make tho first speech. When Mr. Brad- 
ey advanced to tho front of tho' plat- 
Icrm a largo numbor.ofjjrunken menjvho 


gathered close around tho speakers' 


stand, bngan to jeer. 
W. P. Thornc, 


Democratic candidate for tho Legislature, 
stepped forward and tried to quoll Iho 
disturbance. His pleadings had no effect, 
for when-Col. Bradley <>*«iyi<i •_<> rp-ilt 
again, tin was hooted down acaln. Mr. 
Jhomo asked the disturbers to be quiet 
and for tho third tlmo Col. Bradley tried 
to speak, btt his flrjt sentence was never 
heard. 
State Auditor Norman then tried to 


qolet tho unruly gathering but ho met 
•nlth no belter success than Mr Thornc. 
Finally, giving up all hope of being hcarJ 
tho Republican 'candidate left and the 
crowd called for Gen. Hardln. 
Hardln 


told the crowd that under no consider- 
ation would ho make a speech alter tne 
treatment bis opponent had received, and 
he hoped he would never be railed upon 
to wltrtess such disgraceful scents asaln. 
The crowd then dispersed. 


A WATERY GRAVE. 


No Hope at all For the Dfonrned Miner* 


at Central Uty. 


Central city, Colo.. Aug. 30.-tThls city 
and the surrounding country Is In mourn- 
ln«r to-day for 15 miners who lost their 
lives by th« flo<v"nff nf >wo mlncn on 
the Fish vein yesterday afternoon. Tlicr^ 
was some hope that possibly two-or 
three of the men had escaped, but this 
morning that Is abandoned and the deso- 
lation In a dozen families Is complete. 
It Is said that carelessness, or at least 
lacU of proper forethought, was the 
<-ause of the calamity, and a rigid In- 
vestigation will follow. 
But that will 


not brlnur tho dwid *ack to life. The ac- 
cident happened ln_ the Amerlcus and 
Sleepy Hollow mlne« and was caused by 
n. flood' of ntiter which broke In from the 
adjoining mine,'the Flske." Twenty-nine 
men were working In the two mines 
when the accident occurred. Those who 
Mcaoed" were engaged at points abov: 
the line of the break. All below a*, th.' 
time were almost Instantaneously sub- 
merged and their bodies must lie there 
for a lone: time. 
Many of the victims of the awful dls 
«ter leave wives and children ard the 
scene about the shaft mouths of the 
mines In which the 
victims are en- 
tOuibed la one which will Impress Itself 
on the memories of Its witnesses for 
many years to come. Frantic women 
and frightened' children were calling tor 
lost ones who are down where no help 
cat> reach them and men stand power- 
lees to render the least assistance. 
One of the worklnftuien In the Amer- 
Icus gives the particulars of the tragedy. 
His name Is Pope, a truckman. He was 
working at the 400-foot level putting In 
timbers when the wall gave way. He 
heard the roar and rush of the nater. 
jumped upon a stull and began to climb 
Into the stope above. Climbing, rumnnpt. 
scampering 'through the maze of. umler- 
Kicurul -workings as best he 
might, 
frightened by the great noises made by 
the rushing flood, unable In the dark- 
ness to account for the trouble, but 
knowing Intuitively that his safety de- 
manded that he get out of the mine, he 
worked! his way toward the shaft, clutch- 
In* In either hand a saw and an ax he 
had field when first alarmed. Reachlr-.K 
the shaft out of the reach of the -natcr. 
he found- n large stull blocking his way 
to tho ladder. 
Ine water was rapidly gaining on him. 


and he began to realize what haU hap- 
pened. Attacking tho heavy timber with 
tha saw an* ax. hei hewed his way to the 
man-way, and, »« he labored, called to 
his fellow workmen. 
These, too. had 
heard the thundering reverberation of 
the falling rock and roaring flood, and 
all above the danger level came- to join 
him. Fred Roe, John Jones and fix otn 
er miners were at tho shaft when the 
stull wn« finally cut away, and all nine 
climbed hunledly up the 400 feet of lad- 
der runnlnjr up the Incline shaft, reached 
daylight nnd the surface and told of the 
break below. There had been. II men 
In the mine. A count showed but nine 
had escaped, and that two Austr:ans or 
Italians In the lower levels were in all 
probability lost. 
From all accounts "th<i mines n 


flooded almost Instantly. Workmen In 
tho upper levels of the f!«ke, aTiovc the 
Kreat reservo'r of water filling all the 
maze of working below the 300-foot level 
of that nroocrty which Is about 3W-fcct 
perpendicularly above the 400-foot level 
of the Amerlcus and Sleepy Hollow, say 
:he bottom • seemed 
to them to have 


fallen- out of the mine. 
The water 
'Iropped beneath them at the rate of 
fully 10 feet per second. EO they dcclar- 
•«d. and literally sartk out of sight. 
When the bod!e"s will be recovered wll! 


be hftrd to say. Neither the Amcrlcu.- 
ior tho Sleepy Hollow has any kind of 
jumping plant, uncy had the drainage 
»f the Flske. and so the owners gave 
.he pumping Idea llttlo consideration. 
rney arc now filled for over 200 feet It: 
'ho shaft and It will be many weeks he 
fore the water can bo lowered 
suffl 
liently to pe.uilt tho recovery of the 
drowned workmen. The only method \>y 
which It can well bo done Is td lower, a 
Conilsh pump to the bottom and atcfta- 
lly pump out the flood. This will require 
weeks and perhaps months.
